In some Egyptian tombs writings 
were found which could have ‘been 
termed curses on those who disturb- 
ed the dead, he added. but most of 
them amounted in severity to “no 
trespassing” signs.—Reuter.

United Aircraft To Bid 

For Mail il Contracts. 


Pgs: .- New. York 
United’ Aircraft has announ- 
ced its decision to reorganize. 

The move would enable them to 

submit’a, bid for temporary. con- 
tracts on twenty-one airmail 
routes, called for py Postmaster 
General James Farley last March 
30, after the Army had resumed 
operation of the mail lines under 
a curtailed schedule. 
"Mr, Farley specified, in his re- 
cent call for bids, that compantes 
holding cancelled contracts were 
harred from submitting bids un- 
leas their officials swore that they 
at no time had sought to prevent 
apy smaller firm from dvidding. © 
The specifications stated, however, 
that any company holding 2 cancell- 
ed contract might submit a bid pro- 
vided officers of the company who 
vere instrumental in securing pre- 
vious contracts wherein collusion 
was charged, were removed from 
office. 

The Army air corps, under the 
direction of Major General Benja- 
min D. Foulofs, chief of the air 
corpa, took over flying the mails af- 
ter the administration had charged 
that there was collusion in obtaining 
airmail contracts during . former 
President Herbert Hoover's ad- 
ministration.
